ARCH brings with it the vernal equinox and nature 
stirs to renewed life and self-perpetuation; all out- 
doors calls to man to come out and be the husbandman again, 
that great primitive instinct revives and the garden, man’s 
first occupation, asserts its claim and lures us back to Mother 
Earth. ‘Tired nerves relax and sluggish blood quickens, 
the tension and strain vanish, as absorbed in digging, plant- 
ing and pruning, one is blown by the wind and warmed with 
the spring sunshine. Heed the call of your gardens, you 
who are so fortunate as to possess them, and you who are 
not, solice your yearning and your instincts by tending your 
window boxes and potted plants, for companionship with 
growing plants will lift your hearts and minds to restful and 
gentle thoughts. 


HE women of Virginia lost their bill for the establish- 

ment of a State College for Women in Virginia co-ordi- 
nate with the University of Virginia, by a vote of 20-16, 
and in consequence they will have to wait for two years 
before they can again hope for this boon from the voters of 
their State. In the meantime, public sentiment will be 
aroused in the interest of higher education for women in 
that State, and with an informed public their legislature will 
see the necessity for granting their petition. 

The legislation for which South Carolina women were 
working resulted as follows: The juvenile court bill was 
passed; the appropriation for the Reformatory and Indus- 
trial School for Boys was given; the ‘Medical Inspection 
for Schools” bill was passed by both branches of the legis- 
lature, but vetoed by the Governor; the compulsory educa- 
tion bill and the bill for the establishment of a Free Travel- 
ing Library Commission were not brought up for action 
during the session. Woman's interest in each case was in 
the behalf of the welfare of the child, and the new laws 
written on the statute books will help bring about the fur- 
therance of more advanced legislation in the future. 


OUTHERN clubwomen are always busy in March with 

their “Civic Days” and “Clean-up Campaigns,” and not 
the least of their interests in the arranging for these celebra- 
tions is the subject of prevention of the spread of tubercu- 
losis. This work was one of their first ventures in behalf 
of improved local sanitary conditions and they should ever 
keep it in mind. This section just now has two special 
menaces above the normal; these are the large influx of 
the tourist population in search of health and sunshine, 
and the ever present menace of the carelessness and igno- 
rance of the large negro population. So the Southern club- 
women must look for special precautions to solve the com- 
plications which are brought about by these two factors in 
their community life. Much has been done to interest the 
negro in improving his health conditions, but there is still 
much to be desired and the white people must point the 
way to improvement and lend a helping hand; teach preven- 
tive measures to the children in public schools; urge and 


eration of sanitary laws where tuberculosis already exists 
and give advice and assistance to leaders of colored church 
societies so that they may take up the subject each spring in 
their meetings and thus bring it close into the everyday life 
of the people. “Colored’’ tuberculosis germs in the streets, 
in the cars and the railway stations are just as apt to infect 
your child as “white” ones, and reducing their volume in 
your community reduces the risks from the disease for all. 


AN-ADMINISTERED health work in our cities and 

States offers a line of attack of particular significance 
to those seeking to develop the larger responsibility for 
women. The whole range of ideals, purposes and plans of 
health administration are likely to be overturned in the course 
of a few years. As at present constituted, the health work 
plan too largely sympathizes with other politically directed 
branches of municipal governments. Too largely have 
these departments been satisfied with the routine meeting of 
not very progressive demands made tor the prevention and 
control of diseases which have aroused the fears of the com- 
munity. Of late there has been some splendidly educa- 
tional work against much more very poorly directed educa- 
tional work in many parts of the country. But health 
administration has more to do with the home and the 
accepted interests of women than any other feature of 
municipal administration. Not even the schools ought to 
exceed the health department in making an appeal to women. 
The schools themselves, which should interest the children 
in health in many directions; every member of the house- 
hold and the very house istelf, as well as food supplies and 
other factors which come from the outside of the home are 
affected or ought to be affected by the health administration. 
The writer ventures to suggest to clubs and circles and 
groups a more careful study of administrative methods and 
of the principles back of the control of health through the 
powers of the municipality and of the State. Very quickly 
it is believed there will grow out of such study an appre- 
ciation of many opportunities for the participation of 
women in both volunteer and special health administration.

HE midwinter meeting of the Council of the North 

Carolina Federation of Women’s Clubs, held in Green- 
ville, February 6th to 10th, was marked by an enthusiastic 
spirit of its members, and harmonious sessions. The presi- 
dent, Mrs. Robert Randolph Cotten, presided with her 
usual grace and tactfulness. Her decisions were full of 
wisdom and of farsighted vision. There were two public 
sessions; the first, the formal opening held in the magnifi- 
cent new courthouse of Pitt county, where a royal “Wel- 
come to the City’ was extended by the mayor, Hon. F. M. 
Wooten, and greetings from the two hostess clubs, The End 
of the Century, Mrs. R. O. Jeffries, and Mrs. S. T. Beck- 
with for the Round Table. Mrs. Geo. W. Whitsell, record- 
ing secretary, expressed the appreciation of the Council for 
the hearty welcome so graciously accorded. The second 
public session was held on Thursday evening in the audito- 
rium of the East Carolina Teachers’ Training School—a 
pride to this section. It was indeed an opportunity to meet 
there and see the inspiring buildings, meet the faculty and 
student body, and listen to good music from exceptionally 
well trained voices. On this occasion, short addresses were 
made by members of the Executixe Board and by several 
of the State chairmen of departments. Mrs. Chas. C. 
Hook, General Federation State Secretary, made an able 
address, captivating the audience by her charming wit. 
With these two exceptions, all other meetings were strictly 
executive. Plans were made for the annual convention in 
May and many recommendations and resolutions were 
offered. 

This being the tenth anniversary of the founding of 
the federation in Winston-Salem, an interesting feature 
will be the opening “Anniversary Night,’ when addresses 
will be made by each of the ex-presidents giving a summary 
of its accomplishments up to the present administration, 
under the able guidance of Mrs. Cotten. 


For the literary contest, which will be held on “Fine Arts” 
evening, prizes will be given for the best papers—ten min- 
utes each—on “Virginia Dare’ for the historical subject, 
and any original poem for the best literary production.

AS RECOMMENDED at the Asheville Convention, the State 
is now divided into eight districts, each one of which will 
hold “District Conferences” annually, that the club mem- 
bers in various communities might give help and inspiration 
from coming together. Close to the heart of the president 
and members is the work of obtaining a State endowment 
fund, which will perpetuate itself and further the work of 
special departments, for which a regular income is neces- 
sary.

The Program 
Committee is planning somewhat for the unique local color, 
as well as for the greatly increased activities of our mem- 
bers. 

ENDOWMENT: As I write preparations for endowment 


week are completed and in operation. The great wave of. 


sentiment must show material results. Some States, we 
regret to say, will have no part in this great work, and will 


feel naturally the lack of results which co-operation always 
induces. 


TRAVEL: My journey this month has been induced by the 
publication of the history. The editor, Mrs. Wood, met me 
in New York to turn over all manuscript, illustrations and 
general information to the publishers. This took place on 
the day of the contract, February 1st. By recent order of 
the board it was decided to have photographs of the charters 
under New Jersey laws, and the second charter under the 
laws of the District of Columbia. It was necessary for 
some one having authority to examine the safe deposit 
box at Washington, and see what it contained. Then, by 
courtesy of the State Department, the original bills were 
found and photographed, one, the last bill signed by Presi- 
dent McKinley, and the amendment signed by Theodore 
Roosevelt. While in Washington it was my great pleasure 
to meet the officers of the district board, and the presidents 
of their clubs, at the residence of Mrs. Andrews. The con- 
ference was in every respect happy and the members enthu- 
siastic. We have just had a very large mass meeting in St. 
Louis upon “Clean Journalism,” of great significance. It 
was under the auspices of the Christian Science Monitor 
Board, but the speakers of the evening were none of them 
‘Scientists.’ One was the president of the Civic League, 
an organization looking after the interests of the city—in 
every civic aspect; the second the president of the General 
Federation, whose organization had been called upon by 
Melville Stone, chairman of the Associated Press, to use its 
influence against scandal and sensationalism, upon which we 
have worked with vigor since 1904; the third the Governor 
of the Commonwealth of Missouri. Naturally the daily 
paper publishes very little of what was said, but there were 
fully 1,500 present. | Always faithfully yours,

THE MIDWINTER meeting of the Board of the General 
Federation was held from January 9 to 13, in Hotel Jeffer- 
son, St. Louis. All members were present. The main 
work of the sessions was planning for the eleventh Biennial 
to be held in San Francisco June 25 to July 5. The pro- 
gram was considered fully and decisions reached on many 
important items. ‘The ten days will give time for all depart- 
ments without the excessive crowding necessary in the past, 
although every day will be well filled. The desire of the 
body to hear our expert chairman will be gratified more than 
formerly. The board has found it necessary, as always, 
to limit the entertainment which may be accepted officially, 
because, while the Biennial is a season of enjoyment, it Is 
essentially the clearing house of a great business organiza- 
tion. The reception the first Tuesday afternoon will be 
informal for the greeting of old friends and meeting of 
new ones. The Santa Clara Valley Day promises great 
pleasure, as does the afternoon in the Bay Cities and the 
special arrangement for the Fourth of July. The reports 
and plans of chairmen of departments were so full of good 
things that the board felt regret that each chairman may not 
have more time in which to present the work and often 
found it difficult to choose the best from the suggestions. 
The chairman of the Program Committee will from time to 
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time publish the definite plans for each session. The ten- 
tative program will be issued several weeks before the 
Biennial in order that delegates may plan to derive the great- 
est benefit. The numerous suggested changes in the 
By-Laws sent by States or by individuals were reported by 
the chairman of the Revision Committee, and under dis- 
cussion were formulated for presentation by the committee 
to the Biennial. Among these are the Pennsylvania plan 
for reorganization; the suggestion that State presidents 
shall be delegates to the Biennial by virtue of their office; 
that General Federation State Secretaries be chosen by the 
Board of the General Federation; that the unit of represen- 
tation be increased; that the number of board members be 
decreased, etc. Other proposed revisions dealt with defin- 
ing the duties of the officers. ‘The endowment fund occu- 
pied quite a little of the attention of the board. The rules 
governing the trustees of such a fund were carefully gone 
into. Mrs. Pennybacker, field chairman of endowment, 
appeared before the board at difterent times, reporting the 
progress in plans made, encouragements and discourage- 
ments. Mrs. Pennybacker said that Texas has pledged two 
thousand dollars, and she mentioned with approval the 
plans of Kentucky and Massachusetts for raising their 
apportioned amounts. In the Kentucky plan the memorial 
idea is to be employed, while in Massachusetts each club is 
divided into groups of ten with a leader for each group. 
Mrs. Threadgill, treasurer, reported that eleven hundred 
and fifty dollars of the endowment fund is invested in farm 
loans drawing six per cent. interest. 

A letter was read from Miss Points and arrangements 
made by which she may complete the year’s work and 
secure her degree from the University of London. 

The report on the history makes it certain that the copies 
ordered will be in the hands of subscribers by May first, the 
remainder to be on sale at the Biennial. Mrs. Shiek 
reported the completion of the card files and gave some 
interesting items brought to her attention by this work. A 
telegram was sent to Senator Culberson, chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Public Health and Quarantine, urg- 
ing a favorable consideration of the Owens Bill by the com- 
mittee. 

As a relaxation from the long hours of work to which 
the members of the board hold themselves during these 
ineetings—beginning at 9 a. m. and with short intermis- 
sions continuing until 11 or 11:30 p. m.—invitations were 
accepted for two afternoons. ‘The first was occupied by a 
visit to Washington University on the site of the exposi- 
tion, as the guests of the Woman's Club of the University. 
The president, Mrs. Houston, and the members of the club 
entertained informally. After a pleasant exchange of 
greetings, the guests were taken to the home of Mrs. Moore, 
where the officers of the Eighth District of Missouri awaited 
them as hostesses. Mrs. Dysart, president of the district, 
extended the formal welcome, to which Mrs. Moore 
responded in behalf of her official family, and Mrs. Cowles 
gave the invitation to the San Francisco Biennial. At one 
o'clock Friday afternoon the board was entertained at 
luncheon by the Wednesday Club of St Louis in their beau- 
tiful clubhouse. After the welcome by Mrs. Kroeger, the 


president, Mrs. Moore, Mrs. Blankenburg, Mrs. Blair, Mrs. 
Shiek and Mrs. Reilley spoke for the board, and Miss Bulk- 
ley told in an amusing way how she had given Mrs. Moore 
to the General Federation. 

The afternoon’s pleasure ceased with a concert at the 
Odeon, at which the board were guests of the St. Louis

The San Francisco Biennial. 
(June 25-July 5.) 
S the California women are hoping to see a large dele- 
A gation of Southern women in San Francisco this sum- 
mer, I have written this article concerning the plans of the 
local Biennial board, which I thought might interest your 
readers : 

It is natural for the California Local Biennial Board of 
the G. F. W. C. to believe that all of the club world is look- 
ing toward California and expecting to come to San Fran- 
cisco in June. ‘The arrangements for entertainment, both 
for the physical and the mental woman, are gradually 
assuming definite shape, and an intelligible outline of the ten 
days’ Biennial Convention can now be given. ‘The Hotel 
Committee has sent out its bulletin, and reservations have 
been made for officers, chairmen of departments, of com- 
mittees, and for many delegations. The hotels of San 
Francisco are all new, with the latest devices for the com- 
fort of guests. The restaurants are likewise new and 
modern, and there are plenty of them accessible and reason- 
able in price. The Palace Hotel, official headquarters, is 
the hotel nucleus for all down town hotels which are within 
walking distance of each other. The auditorium for the 
regular sessions, the halls for conferences, and the State's 
headquarters will be grouped in one block. All of the detail 
of the convention committee rooms, bureau of information, 
credentials, etc., will be in this block, convenient for the 
service of delegates, at the least cost of physical effort in 
finding them. The Committee on Excursions has planned 
to take the entire convention in mid session, June 28th, for 
a day through the Santa Clara Valley. The federated 
clubs of the valley are planning the detail of this, to them, 
important event. On the trip a stop will be made at Palo 
Alto for a view of Stanford University, then to Congress 
Springs, where lunch will be served by the valley club- 
women, after which a trolley trip around the “loop” through 
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Samtoga, Los Gatos, Campbell, to San Jose, where an 
outdoor entertainment is arranged and the final cup of tea 
will be served. From this point delegates may go to Lick 
Observatory to spend the night if so desired, as there will 
be no meeting of the convention. On the afternoon of July 
2d the convention will go to the Greek Theatre at the Uni- 
versity of California, in Berkeley, for a musical program, 
and later an automobile trip to the clubhouses and the scenic 
points of interest of the trans-bay cities of Oakland, Ala- 
meda and Berkeley; other trips to Mt. Tamalpais, a steamer. 
trip around the Bay of San Francisco, a tour through China 
town and around the shopping district of the city, have been 
planned, and at the close of the convention, week-end excur- 
sions to Hotel Del Monte, to Santa Cruz big trees and Lick 
Observatory. On the Fourth of July, another break in the 
regular meetings of the convention will be made to give the 
delegates an automobile trip around San Francisco, through 
the Golden Gate Park, the Presidio and the site of the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition. In the afternoon the public 
playgrounds, the juvenile courts and social settlements will 
be visited. 

The trans-continental railroad rates are $65 from Chi- 
cago, for return trip good for two months, beginning June 
12th, or $72.50 return trip rate good for four months, or 
until October 31st. All tickets will be given stopover priv- 
ileges, and passengers can be routed to return via Los 
Angeles or via Portland, as desired. The Transportation 
Committee will issue a bulletin giving details, as soon as 
arrangements are perfected. 

The program is gradually assuming shape and substance, 
and promises many brilliant speakers. The music for the 
convention will be confined to the evening meetings. An 
half hour of music will precede each evening session, and 
the local committee who have the music in charge feel that 
this courtesy of a stated time and place in the program is an 
obligation to present the best that San Francisco can offer 
in the musical line. On Monday evening, June 24th, a com- 
plimentary concert will be given by the local Biennial board. 
Tuesday afternoon, at the Palace Hotel, an informal 
reception is arranged to provide an opportunity for greet- 
ings to officers, delegates, visitors and old friends. 

The envelope system adopted at Cincinnati will be fol- 
lowed, and officers, delegates and alternates will find their 
badges, programs, guide books, invitations, etc., ready to 
hand in exchange for credential cards. The clubhouses of 
San Francisco will offer their hospitality to visitors. The 
local press women will entertain their sisters of the pen, the 
collegiate alumnz will give cordial greeting to college 
women, and the patriotic societies will similarly find their 
own friends. 

Oregon, Washington, Utah, Colorado and Nevada, 
Arizona and New Mexico, all of these sister States are con- 
sidering themselves the gateways to the Pacific, and will 
meet the delegates en route to give them the first western 
welcome. In California the women at the northern and 
southern portals of the State will meet the trains with 
flowers and fruit as an evidence of their pleasure in enter- 
taining the club hosts. ‘The whole Pacific coast feels that 
this is their Biennial and San Franciscu the fortunate city 


of entertainment, and California, the hostess State, are on 
their mettle to live up to the well known and far famed west- 
ern spirit of whole hearted hospitality. We hope, as the 
guests disperse, they will still feel that California’s welcome 
holds good until the time limit on their tickets expires.

The educational work is divided into two parts, 
General U. D. C. scholarships, and State work for educa- 
tion. There are eleven scholarships awarded by this com- 
mittee to descendants of Confederate veterans; six of these 
are filled by worthy students for 1912, namely: 
The Vassar College Scholarship; value, $500; by Miss Otis Thach, 
Alabama. 
Washington and Lee Scholarship; value, $350; by O. C. Bell, Jr., Vir- 
ginia. 
Alabama Polytechnic No. 1; value, $50; Augustus Graydon, South 
Carolina. 
Alabama Polytechnic No. 2; value, $50; Gayle McFadden, Florida. 
University of North Carolina; value, $60; John McCants, South 
Carolina. 
Sophie Newcomb College; 
I ouisiana. 


value, $100; Miss Hilda Beaureguard, 


The following scholarships are opEN for competition and 
are to be filled September 1, 1912: 

The Vassar Scholarship; value, $500; open only to Georgia. 

The University of Alabama Scholarship; value, $60. 

The Lucy Cobb Scholarship, Athens, Ga.; value, $190. 

The Washington Seminary, Washington, D. C.; value, $100. 

“The Alice Bristol Scholarship,” The Bristol School, Washington, D. 
C.; value, $1,000. 

The Higbee School, Memphis, Tenn.; value, $100. 

All these scholarships except the Vassar one are open for 
competition in al/ States where U. D. C. Chapters exist, and 
are held for four years of high grade work. ach State is 
allowed three candidates for these educational prizes; the 
three names to be selected by the chairman of education Of 
each State, and filed with the chairman of the General Com- 
mittee. All applicants for the choice of these scholarships 
must be at least 17 years of age, must be able to pass the 
entrance examinations for the college for which they apply, 
must give suitable proof of their inability to pay for their 
education, must be the lineal descendant of a Confederate 
veteran, and must be endorsed by the president of the Divi- 
sion and the chairman of Committee on Education of their 
State. The State chairman must file the three applications 
from her State with their certificates, diplomas and endorse- 
ments with the general chairman U. D. C. Committee not 
later than April 20, 1912. Arrangements for examinations 
and awards of all scholarships will be in charge of the Gen- 
eral U. D. C. Committee. | 

Finance. Three of the eleven general scholarships are 
scholarships in full, paying board and tuition; Vassar, $500 ; 
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Washington and Lee, $350; Alice Bristol Scholarship, 
$1,000. The other eight are scholarships of free tuition 
only, or partial scholarships. 

In the State work chapters and divisions are urged to 
_report all scholarships to the general chairman, so that the 
U. D. C. may have full credit for all educational work done 
and report this at Washington, D. C., next November. 

All divisions are urged to support and maintain scholar- 
ships in State institutions; Northern and Western divisions 
and chapters are requested to give financial aid to the gen- 
eral scholarships through the general chairman if they can- 
not support local scholarships. Support of industrial and 
compulsory education are advised as State work, and a plea 
is made to read carefully the educational report made at the 
Richmond, Va., Convention, November, 1911. (See Rich- 
mond minutes, pp. 39, 40; 263-270.) The committee con- 
sists of Miss Mary B. Poppenheim, South Carolina, chair- 
man; Mrs. B. B. Ross, Alabama; Miss Alice Baxter, 
Georgia; Mrs. Anna R. Watson, Tennessee; Mrs. R. J. 
Wornall, Missouri. Copies of the circular have been mailed 
all State presidents and presidents of chapters in States where 
no division exists. These officers are earnestly requested to 
advertise these scholarships widely in their local State press 
and present as brilliant candidates as possible to represent 
their States. The date, April 20th, is a fixed date for 
receiving State candidates. Extra copies of the circular 
may be secured on application from the chairman, Miss 
Poppenheim, Charleston, C. 


AN EDUCATIONAL CONFERENCE to discuss this phase of 
U. D. C. work was held during the General Convention in 
Richmond last November. The chairman of the General 
U. D. C. Committee on Education called this meeting of all 
State chairmen of education and endeavored to have all 
States represented so that all points of view might be heard. 
The following ladies were present and took part in the dis- 
cussion: Miss Poppenheim, South Carolina, general chair- 
man, presiding; Mrs. B. B. Ross, Alabama; Mrs. J. H. Hart, 
Virginia; Mrs. D. A. S. Vaught, Louisiana; Mrs. L. R. 
Schuyler, New York; Mrs. S. A. Pleasants, Mrs. C. C. Clay, 
California; Mrs. F. A. Atkins, Kentucky; Mrs. W. B. Clem- 
ent, Oklahoma; “Sister Esther Charlotte,’ Florida; Miss 
Arminda Moses, South Carolina; Mrs. Thomas, West Vir- 
ginia; Mrs. J. H. Davies, Pennsylvania; Mrs. R. J. Mornall, 
Missouri. A similar conference will be called at the Wash- 
ington Convention, and all States should be represented and 
bring their experience with U. 1D. C. educational work for 
this open discussion. 


THE GENERAL HISTORICAL, WORK under the direction of 
the Historian General, Miss M. Rutherford, Georgia, and 
the State Historians as a committee is being wisely directed. 
This department issued a circular in February urging chap- 
ters and divisions to collect records of muster rolls, remi- 
niscences, sketches of women stories of faithful slaves, Con- 
federate relics, naval heroes, chaplains, surgeons, flags and 
authors. Division historians are requested to send reports 
of their work to Miss Rutherford thirty days before the 
General Convention and to try to be present at the conven- 
tion or notify the Historian General thirty days before if 


they cannot come. ‘The circular urges monthly historical 
programs for chapter meetings, careful reviews of text- 
books, pamphlets and works of fiction by State historians 
who shall report same to Historian General when misstate- 
ments about the South are made, so that she may use her 
influence to have the U. D. C. legislate to condemn such 
books. The circular contains the following don'ts, which 


should be read by all U. D. C.: 


Don’t allow the War Between the States to be called a Civil War. If 
we allow this we own that we were one State, not many, as we con- 
tended. 

Dont’s allow our Memorial Day to be called Decoration Day. The 
latter term belongs wholly to the North. — 

Don’t, even in sport, speak of yourself as a rebel. 
lion, but it was north of Mason and Dixon’s line. 

Don’t give your endorsement to a book until you are absolutely sure 
it is true to the South as well as the North. 

Don’t procrastinate, but do the work you have pledged yourself to 
do when you accepted the honor conferred upon you. What we wish is 
the truth, and nothing but the truth.

HI meeting of the Executive Board of the Virginia

spared in costuming and staging the play. Colonel Savage's 
name has become synonymouswith the best on the American 
stage, and the theatregoing public owes him a debt of grati- 
tude for the splendid results he has achieved in ‘‘Every 
Woman.” The twentieth century is said to be the discov- 
erer of woman, and, therefore, it is quite natural for a 
twentieth century morality play to deal with the “MWoman- 
Soul,” and yet the problem it would solve is as old as the 
world itselfi—“Woman’s Quest for Love.” The stage has 
been selected for the past year by the clubwomen of 
America as one of their special topics for literary study, 
and in any discussion of the modern stage “Every Woman’’ 
should have a place on the programme, for it contains artis- 
tic, emotional and intellectual appeal in so subtle a manner 
that the “mirror is (indeed) held up to nature.” 


“On the Field of Honor,” stories of young American heroes, by 
Anna Robinson Watson, treats of brave bovs who served in the War 
Between the States, whether they wore the grey or the blue. In each 
story the incident is true, but the details have been embellished by the 
author, and the book is intended as a supplementary reader in the 
school. The stories include David Dodd, Randolph Fairfax, Samuel 
Taylor and his Escape with Colonel Morgan; Fitzgibbon, color-bearer 
of the 10th Ohio; George Petrie, a boy captain; Gallant John Pelham, 
Sam Davis, Captain Mayo and his Chivalrous Enemy, Two Iowa boys, 
a hero of Fishing Creek, the Boy Battalion at New Market, and others. 
Its purpose is to arouse patriotism; and in a clear, straightforward style 
Mrs. Watson tells her story. She has written several novels, the best 
known of which is “The Champion Maid,” and as essayed poetry, in a 
collections of lyrics, “Passion Flowers,” and a long poem, “The Victory,” 
which has been well received by literary critics.
